At home, 
example, closing of our ports owing to foot- 
and-mouth disease was saved frcm being a 
disaster only by the promptitude with whien 
the three Governments—the Irish Free State, 
Northern Ireland and Great Britain—acted. In 
Canada, the ravages of urcught and insect 
pests are so rampant, that, although, th: 
export of grain for May of this year is double 
that of 19340, Mr. G. Broomhall. the most 
noted authority in these matters, estimates 
the year’s yield at 398 bushels for the current 
year, virtually half of last year's Canadian 
wield. It is doubtful whether the State in 
Canada can really aid: farming, as distinct 
from relieving want and distress on the part 
of the stricken farmers and their families, 
and it is considered improbable that the 
demand of Canadian farmers for the revival 
of a Wheat Board, similar to that which 
functioned during the war, will be acceded to.

Demands Upon the State. 


It is of immediate importance to us in 
Jreland to clear our minds on this question of 
Government intervention for which there is a 
growing demand. Last week three representa- 
tive hodies. Limerick Co. Council, the South 
Tipperary Co. Council and its Agriculturai 
Committee, put forward the claim that the 
State should make a contribution towards 
the price of milk manufactured into butter by 
tix creameries. Last month repeisentatives 
of six Southern counties adopted a resolution, 
subseqvently endorsed by a Creamery Society 
and ultimately by the Carlow County Council, 
os against the enforcement by the 
soards of Health of the regulations applied to 
creameries by the Dairies, Cowsheds and Milk 
Shops Order of 1903. In both cases the State 
is called upon, in the one case by positive 
action, in the other by inaction, to make ex- 
ceptions in the generally accepted routine of 
farming on behalf of creamery milk suppliers, 
Lefore considscing these claims further. let us 
look into the circumstarces which have moved 
these bodies. 


Increasing Competition: Reduced 
Prices. 


Tt is not surprising, perhaps, that farmers 
and thetr friends shoul be suffering from 
nerves. Such facts as these, taken from 
two publications issued under the aegis—so 
helpful to Irish agriculture—of the Empire 
Marketing Board, tend to explain it. When 
that body investigated the ‘‘ changes in de- 
mand for butter ” in certain British towns, 
it observed that with increased butter im- 
ports Ireland’s share was diminishing, whilst 
our chief competitors—Denmark, Australia, 
New Zealand, with Argentina and Finland 
recently added—were increasing, and that the 
price was down by sixpence a pound as com 
pared with two years earlier. The first week 
in July showed that with increased imports 
into Great Britain from the Baltic States 
the imports from the Irish Free State were 
down by almost one-third. Further, imports 
from Russia increase, and in our opinion must 
in the near future be seriously reckoned with. 

As to price, we can only share the fate of 
other exporters; the old prices are quite un- 
likely to return within any but a remote and 
uncertain future. The statement of the U.S. 
Department of Agriculture in its ‘‘ Agricul- 
tural Outlook for 1931 ” is symptomatic of 
butter prices generally: ‘‘It is very doubtful 
whether, during the next few years, domestic 
butter prices will be maintained at the sub- 
stantial margin above the foreign market tl!-at 
has obtained through most of the last ten 
vears.” If these losses which confront dairy- 
ing could be balanced up by improvements in 
prices for cat le and pigs the situat‘on weutd 
be less serious, but the last britisn Min‘stiv 
of Agricultural Index shows a fall in nearly 
all cattle prices, whilst pigs, which stood at 
181 for Mav, 1929, were 161 for May, 1930, 
and 121 for May, 193l—in which month butter 
was only 8 per cent above the 1911-1915 


price. 


Economics of a State Subsidy. 


It is not surprising in these circumstances 
that farmers should be inclined to look to the 
State for help, the more so, perhaps, that the 
repeated demands for de-rating have resulted 
in legislation for relief amounting to three- 
quarters of a million. 
it may be presumed, believe that further pres- 
sure will bring about further concessions. 
But there are many reasons why it would be 
unwise to add to milk prices by milking the 
State. 

Our total milk production at the last census 
was not far short of six hundred mullion 
gallons, of which about three-fourths was used 
for making milk products, mainly, of couse, 
creamery butter. A penny per gallon on this 
works out. at over a million and three- 
quarters, and the sum thus asked for would 
involve payments to milk suppliers about 
equivalent to the difference between total de 
rating and the reiief which the Government 
decided to grant. Non-creamery farmers. in 
dustrial workers and milk suppliers -alike 
would be called. on to make this subvention to 
dairying. Apart, however, from the costs In 
volved there is a more fundamental difficulty. 

If dairying ceases to be an economic invest- 
ment for the brains, labour and capital of 
Irish farmers, it will not pay to carry it on, 
and subsidisation will prove a costly failure, 
That it will continue to be economic we be- 
lieve, but only if the farmer studies to make 
it so. There the State can help him, so long 
as he co-operates with it. But if he deciaes 
to substitute " «ubsidies for initiative he will, 
in the long run, lose more than by self-con 
fident reliance on his own capacities. For 
similar reasons, any attempt to slacken hts 
efforts to improve by cleanliness. the quality 
of his milk supply will react agaist his 
hardly won prestige in Britain. 


WONDERFUL MILKING TRIAL 
PERFORMANCES. 


+ — 


One of the most interesting and important 
features of the closing day of the show of 
the Royal Agricultural Society at W arwick 1s 
the announcement of the results in the milk- 
ing trials, in which all the dairy breeds 
participate, For the ninth successive year 
‘the victorious cow was a British Friesian 
‘his cow, Chaddesley Hedge Nose 2nd, has 
won this national contest for her owner, Mr. 
K G. Barton, of Saundby, Retford, Notts, 
for the fourth year running, although now 
only just over eight years old. Her milk 
vield in the one day of test was 104lbs., 
which averaged 3.66 percentage butter fat, 
and from which were made 3lbs. 6402s. of 
butter. The reserve champion was another 
British Friesian, also sr by Mr. Barton, 
and by name Saundby Patricia. This cow 
gave Ó4lbs. of milk of 3.38 per cent. butter 
fat, and 2lbs. 1440zs. of butter. She obtained 
107.53 points, as against the 118.66 secured 


by the champion. 
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SHOWING AND THE

A bv those who take a narrow view of 


the purposes and advantages of these com- 
petitive meetings. An outstanding charge 
often brought is that the showyard—or, 
rather, the preparation for it—diminishes the 
fertility of the pure breeds of stock. 


Are Breeding Stock Spoiled. 


Most will agree that animals, both male 
and female, are sometimes depreciated for 
breeding by the severe form of training they 
have to undergo. Very high feeding is not 
conducive to fertility or to a reduction of the 
risks which are always attendant on stock- 
breeding. But, on the other hand, many 
leading exhibitors insist that it is not the 
feeding, but the manner in which it is prac- 
tised, which impairs the breeding capacity 
of show stock. Certainly, the histories of 
individual herds, flocks and studs, as well as 
of breeds as a whole, would seem to support 
this contention. 

Some of the exhibition strains most prom!- 
nent to-day in nearly all of the leading breeds 
of the British dslands are the descendants of 
noted show families of the past, and trace 
back direct to the ownership of breeders who 
were the principal prize-winners of their time 
This seems sufficient proof that regular show- 
ing is not necessarily followed by the evils 
which are often charged against it. But it 1s 
also clear that “for high feeding to be carried 
on without increasing the normal risks of 
stockbreeders it should be conducted only on 
principles laid down by men of knowledge 
and long experience. 


Drawbacks of Showing. 

The drawbacks or disadvantages associated 
with showing and the preparation of animals 
for the showyard are easily exaggerated. 
But even if they were far more serious than 
they are they would still be small compared 
with the advantages which follow from pub- 
licity gained through the showging. Indiv- 
dual owners have gained world-wide fame for 
their stock through their achievements at the 
principal shows, and the unique position of 
the British Isles as the recognised headquar- 
ters of pedigree stock-breeding and the 
world’s stud farm has been attained in the 
Same Way. 

A certain measure of disappointment with 
show animals is inevitable in the case of all 
hreeders—due often to unwarranted expecta- 
tions having been formed; but it is well to 
keep in mind what the showyard and the 


showing system have done for British and : 


Trish breeds, and for the farming 
industry in general. The system is not with- 
out its drawbacks, of course, but, all things 


| considered, the balance is very definitely in 


favour of shows and showing. In fact, the 
development of shows has been so closely 
associated with the rise and expansion of our 
live stock breeds that these would never have 
been brought to their present standards of 
merit had it not been for the encouragement 
given by public competition and the result- 
ing benefits in the form of new and _ profit- 
able markets. This being so, it would be un- 
wise to regard too seriously the drawbacks 
connected with showing—which are, re- 
latively, but minor matters.

| catch crop which will be ready for 


stock feeding during the winter and early 
spring. Catch crops, besides being valuable 
sources of stock food, have a double virtue, 
in that they also act as an appetiser for 
other foods, and, being slightly laxative, 
counteract the astringent nature of the other 
foods usually available in early spring, and 
thereby improve the general health and con- 
dition of the animals. 

The most advisable crop to plant depends 
on the purpose for which it is required, and 
the district. é 1 
weather 1s usually so severe that it 1s not 
advisable to plant anything but the hardest 
of crops. Grey stone turnips are excellent 
for sheep or cattle feeding, and, if planted 
before the end of July will be ready for use 
in early winter. Rye and vetches succeed 
quite well in mild winters. Rye seed, 
especially old seed, frequently germinates 
worly. Growers should, therefore, insist on 
being supplied with new season's seed, and, 
if in any doubt in regard to its ig Á 
should have the seed tested at the. Depart- 
ient’s Seed Testing Station, Rye grass, if 
treated with nitrogenous manure or liquid 
manure, will give a good cutting early in the 
spring, and for northern counties it is one 
of the most reliable-catch crops. All these 
crops may, with advantage, follow early 
potatoes. or may be planted on newly- 
ploughed lea suitably manuted, . 

For southern counties the choice of crops 
is wider, and includes those mentioned, 
together with rape, cabbage and kale; winter 
oats or wheat may be substituted for rye for 
planting with vetches for spring use. Rape 
planted before the middle of August, if well 
manured, will give a cutting during the 
autumn and another in spring. 

Farmers who are doubtful as 
suitable crop for their particular purpose and 
conditions should consult the agricultural, 
instruetor for their county. Copies of the 
Department's leaflet No. 80 on the subject 
may be had free of charge and “ free from 
the Secretary, Departmeht oí Agriculture, 
Dublin, 0:17. 
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COMMON COMPLAINTS OF 
POULTRY AND THEIR 
CURE. 
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N addition to the more serious diseases from 
| which they suffer, and which often re- 
quire expert treatment, there are many 
minor complaints of poultry, especially of 
laying hens, which need but a simple treat- 
ment to set them right, but which, through 
neglect or lack of the requisite knowledge, 
frequently lead to the loss of the afflicted 
birds. A fairly common complaint among 
laying hens is 


Eee Binding? 


This is usually due either to the over-fat 
condition of the bird, to the inflammation of 
the egg passage, or to an extra large or 
double-yoked egg. ‘The best.treatment is to 
oil the passage with the finger or a feather 
or filler of a fountain pen, rubbing the oil 
gently round the protruding end of the egg. 
Olive oil is the most satisfactory kind to 
use, and a few drops should suffice. After 
this the bird is steamed by holding her over 
a jug of hot water for about ten minutes 
until the parts requiring it are thoroughly 
steamed and softened. The water should be 
as hot as can be borne. 

Then replace the hen on the nest for a 
couple of hours, and if still egg-bound repeat 
the treatment. Generally one such treatment 
is quite sufficient, 


Shell-less Eggs. 


The laying of shell-less or soft-shelled eggs 
may be due either to a want of shell material 
or to hereditary causes. When shell mate- 
rial is abundant and the shells are thin it is 
a serious matter, pointing to the fact that 
the defect is inherited. If every means of 
improving the shell fails, try milk in the 
ration. The best shell material is burnt 
oyster-shell; the shells can be baked in the 
oven and then smashed up; cockle shell, 
which is about half the price of oyster, is 
also suitable, and where this is not obtain- 
able calcined grit will suffice. On a farm 
where hens get a liberal alowance of grit, 
clover and cabbage there is seldom any trouble 
with the shells. i 

On the other hand, thin shells are very 
common in pullets at the end of the first lav. 
ing season. The best cure is to put them on 
a rather poor dry mash on free range. This 
should stop egg-production and give ‘the eng 
organs a necessary rest and time to recover 
their normal condition. Hens with serious 
defects in shell and texture should not he 
used in the breeding pen, as if so they will 
transmit these faults, : 

Blood clots in egs are generally attribut- 
able to a too forcing diet—one with too much 
fish or meat meal—while bad flavours may 
be due to musty food, to liver trouble, or to 
+ egg remaining in the passage for a long 
ime, 


Crop Binding. 


Crop binding is another common complaint 
which necessitates a small operation to set it 
right. It may be caused by the bird swallow- 
ing something which is too big to pass 
through the lower opening of the crop into 
the tube, or sometimes grass will get matted 
and will form a hard ball which cannot pass 
down. 

To treat, first pour some warm water mixed 
with a little oil down the bird’s throat and 
knead the crop with the thumb and finges 
tips for about ten minutes. Put the bird 
away for a few hours in a quiet place, and if 
not improved by that time, you will probably 

need to operate. If so, have ready son

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boiling water, a fine needle threaded with 
white silk or cotton thread, and a very sharp 
pen-knife or pair of scissors. 

Begin by trimming off the feathers from the 
part and then make a cut slightly more than 
one inch in length near the top of the crop 
and in an upright position. Thoroughly 
empty out the contents of the me by pass- 
ing the finger inside. Wash the edges of the 
crop with a little of the boiled water and sew 
up, first the inner skin, knotting each stitch 
separately. Then do the outer skin in the 
same way, but avoid having the outer 
stitches directly over the inner ones. 

Keep the bird on a very sparing diet of 
bread and milk for a few days, and then 
gradually increase the food. If the crt 
appears healed at the end of a week, the bird 
may get its ordinary food. 


Soft Crop. 


A slack or soft crop is a crop full of liquid 
and often follows a neglected case of crop 
binding; it is rather difficult to cure. 

Treatment. Hold the bird head downwards 
and empty the fluid from the crop a couple 
of times a day. Feed very sparingly and 
give an astringent, such as a little iron, in 
the drinking water. If a few days treatment 
do not effect. any improvement in the bird, 
it should be killed. Breeds like the Rhode 
Island Red are more subject to this com: 
plaint than others, and when a bird belongs 
to this breed and gets cured, it should not 
be afterwards used for breedings purposes. 

Chickens sometimes get crop-binding from 
an excessive quantity of some very dry food 
given to them when very hungry, such as 
heavy. feeds of dry oatmeal. Allowing the 
birds to become very hungry, and then to 
gorge themselves is a fruitful source of crop- 
binding. If on opening the bird’s beak there 
is a very sour smell, give the bird quarter 
teaspoonful of bread soda and the same 

uantity of Epsom salts until better, or until 
the sour smell has disappeared. Crop trouble 
is always a sign of something’ wrong with 
the feeding. The supply of fresh green food 
should be looked to, and any other points 
needing attention should be put right. 

To prevent disease among all classes of 
birds, avoid overcrowding, provide suitable 
well-lighted houses and clean ground. On a 
farm where there is free range the risk of 
disease is slight, but on an intensive plant 
the. greatest care is necessary to preserve the

SUMMER. 


— 


T is now common knowledge that the young | 
| herbage on a good, closely grazed pasture 

is far richer in protein than was formerly 

supposed—so rich, in fact, that its dry 

matter approximates in composition, and also 

in digestibility, to linseed cake. Herbage of | 
this kind, therefore, does not constitute a 
balanced ration for dairy cows; and for 
economical milk production some supplemen- 
tary feeding, mainly carbohydrate in nature, 
is desirable. Short pasture of good quali‘y 
appears to contain all the protein required by 
a cow yielding up to 5-6 gallons daily. 


Making the Most Of It. 


To make the best use of the supply of this 
food constituent (normally so expensive to 
purchase) which nature provides so generously | 
in early summer, it is necessary to exercise 
control over the grazing as far as possible. A 
good deal may be done on ordinary farms in 
this way, without going the full length of the 
intensive system which entails much expense 
so fencing for the sub-division of fields, and 
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in the laying on of water, The main thing is 
to keep the pastures grazed fairly closely— 
with rests for recovery at appropriate inter- 
vals. When the grass gets ahead of the stock 
its feeding value and digestibility rapidly fall 
off, owing to the diminished percentage of 
protein and the increased content of fibre. 


Small fields are an advantage on grass 
farms. There is no doubt that there is a great 
waste of pasture during the early summer on 
many farms, because fields are often too 
large to allow of intensive stocking, or the 
laying up of a due proportion for hay. 


Stocking Land Heavily. 


Where the dairy herd is large enough, or 
the fields small enough, individual fields 
may be stocked fairly. heavily in rotation. 
In this way a larger head of stock may be 
grazed,-or a larger area of grass-land laid 
up for hay. To get the best out of the pas- 
tures manuring must, of course, receive ade- 
quate attention. Minerals will be applied dur- 
ing autumn or winter, and the judicious ap- 
plication of nitrogenous fertilisers in Feb. 
ruary, and, again, later if possible, will 
be specially beneficial in encouraging early 
and Jate growth. : i 


A field of good pasture mav also be used 
economically in conjunction with another in 
less good condition, or which has previously 
been heavily stocked. By this plan the 
dairy herd can be given a few hours’ grazing 
on the best pasture just after each milking, 
and then transferred to the secondary one 
till the next milking time. In this wavy 
the best pasture is made full use of, and will 
later be manured, when, in turn, it comes to 
be used as a secondary grazing. 


Value of Supplementary Feesling. 


Formerly it was thought that when cows 
at pasture needed supplementary feeding 
(which the best yielders at least do soon 
after midsummer), the kind of addition re- 
quired was a protein-rich cake or meal. Un- 
decorticated cotton cake was specially recom- 
mended in spring, because it is moderately 
rich in protein, is cheap, and for the further 
reason that its astringent effect neutralises 
the laxative qualities of the young grass. 


But it is now reaiised that this food does 
not improve the balance of the summer diet ; 
and that, in fact, starchy foods, such 
crushed oats or barley, middlings, maize meal 
or flaked maize, are much more suitable, and, 
at the current prices, much more economical 
for use during the spring and summer months. 
Cows in full milk may be given an allowance 
of foods of this description with advantage 
when at summer pasture; and the addition 
should help to maintain both milk-yield and 
condition satisfactorily. But on a good grass, 
early in the season, cows yielding less than 
four gallons should need no additional help. 


as 


In Late Summer. 


Later in the season when the pasture tends 
to become coarse or poor, the proportion of 
protein in the herbage will have declined, 
and a concentrate richer in this constituent 
is desirable. At this stage a concentrate suit- 
able to balance the grass would be one con- 
taining 16-20 per cent. of protein, and a 
mixture of bean meal and crushed oats, or 
a good dairy cake, would be satisfactory. 
As to the quantity to be fed, this will depend 
the condition of the pasture, which in 
turn depends on the season and the rate of 
stocking. Many pastures in late summer fur- 
nish no more than is sufficient for the main- 
tenance needs of the cows. At any rate, the 
usual 3-34lb. of cake or mixed grain (con- 
taining about 20 per cent. of digestible pro- 
tein) will suffice for the production of each 
gallon of milk.

From OUR AGRICULTURAL CORRESPONDENT. 
TULLAMORE, Wednesday. 
There were close on a thousand entries for 
the annual show of the Offaly County Farm 
ing and Industrial Society, held at Spollens 
town, Tullamore, to-day. Though the weather 
was broken, there was a large attendance, and 
the event may be noted as a distinct success, 
There was an increase in the total entry of 
56 over last year, and the quality of the 
exhibits was satisfactory. Cattie, though less 
numerous, brought out some good exhibits, 
especially amongst dairy stock. There was 
also a fine dispiay in the domestic economy 
section, where there were 400 entries; while 
interesting features of the alternoon -pro- 
gramme were the Inter-Hunt competition, 
with seven entries, and the AJsatian dog 
display. A special word of praise is due to 
the Secretary, Mr. John J. Clavin, for the 
promptitude with which every item on the 
rogramme was disposed of, and. to Miss 
Dupuis for her activity as Press Steward.

A EUROPEAN PRACTICE. 

The Rev, Timothy Corcoran, Professor. of 
Education, National] University of Ireland, 
who had given evidence in support of the 
Roman Catholic interests. was further cross- 
examined by Mr. Jellett. 

At the sitting of the Court the witness 
stated that he wished to supplement his 
answers regarding the meaning of the expres- 


sion ‘‘in the fear of God,”’ and referred to | 


a printed lecture of his own. in which there 
was a note of the actual text of a document 
of 1640 on the development of girls’ schools 
in Lorraine, a German text. and a text cited 
by 8.

His conclusion was, he 
said, that it was a European practice to join 
the phrase with matters relating to educa- 
tion, secular and religions, and to use the 
phrase freely, if not universally, in that 
respect, 

In reply to Mr. Jellett, he agreed that 
they should know the religion of the man 
who used the phrase, 

Mr. Justice Meredith put some questions 
with regard to references made by witness 
from time to time about the religion of the 
time or period in relation to certain things 
being done, and asked if he suggested that 
these mandatory conditions as regards religion 
were to be simply translated as conditions 
that there was to be religious teaching accord 
ing to the law of the day, or that such being 
the law of the day, the mere insertion of pro. 
visions that apparently did not indicate that 


that was a predominant object did not count | 


for much as regards the primary object. 
THE TWO ISSUES. 

Witness replied that ‘the two issues were 
very much concerned with the law of ednca- 
tion and the reculation of education, but a 
change had occurred from Edward VI. to 
Queen Mary. which seemed to have brought 
into men’s minds the idea of providing for the 
time being.

AUTHOR’S EVIDENCE. 


The Rev. Myles Ronan. author of historical 
works in which the period concerned js dealt 
with, was examined by Mr. Gavan Duffy, and 
said that he had made a Special study of 
the documents in this particular Case.

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Civic Guard Attacked. 
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Accused Man Sentenced. 
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From OUR OWN CORRESPONDENT. 
ATH # Wednesday. 

N the Athy District Court yesterday, 
| before Justice Price, William Slevin, of 
Kimmage, Dublin, was charged with 
assaulting a Civic Guard sergeant. Defendant 
was further charged with driving a motor car 
in a reckless manuer, with being drunk, with 
disorderly behaviour while drunk, and with 
having no driver's licence. 

Superintendent Flynn said that the case 
arose out of the recent election. ‘The de- 
fendant stated that he was an official of the 
Labour Party, who was sent down to carry 
voters to the booths, but instead of doing 
his work he started drinking, and in the 
afternoon owas observed by Sergeant 
McCarthy to be driving through the streets 
in a reckless manner. When the sergeant 
went to arrest him he resisted arrest, and 
struck the sergeant, who was forced to get 
assistance. 

Sergeant McCarthy gave evidence, and said 
that, with the aid of Guard Ronayne, he 
took the man to the station. 

John Brady, a civilian, said that he saw 
the man strike Sergeant McCarthy and kick 
him. The man was under the influence of 
drink at the time. . 

Sergeant Dermody said that the prisoner 
was under the influence of drink. 

The defendant said that he was sent down 
by the Labour Party to take voters to the 
booths. He had only seven drinks that day, 
and did a lot of work; he would not say 
that he was quite sober when he was 
arrested, but he denied using bad language, 
or striking the sergeant. 

The Justice said that he was satisfied the 
man was properly charged with all five 
offences. The prosecution had given corobora- 
tive evidence, and the defendant had 
witnesses. He would sentence the defendant 
to two ‘months’ imprisonment, with hard 
labour on the charge of assaulting Sergeant 
McCarthy ; he would fine him 40s.. or a 
month's imprisonment, for reckless driving; 
he would sentence defendant to a month's 
imprisonment, with hard labour, for being 
drunk in charge of a motor car; fourteen 
davs hard labour for being drung and dis- 
orderly, and to seven days’ imprisonment 
for not having a driver’s licence. all the 
sentences to run concurrently and from the 
date of his arrest. June 30. 

The Superintendent said that he would ask 
to have the licence suspended, as the man 
was not a fit person to be in charge of a 
car, but he did not appear to have any 
licence

SE A STORIES 
AND 
PHILOSOPHY.

R. W. W. JACOBS has let me down! 
MI As a credulous reader of his works. 
I had built up a mental picture of 
what I conceived to be the typical 
lighthouse keeper — a stumpy, weather- 
beaten figure 
cap who, 


in blue jersey and peaked 

punctuating his tale with 
generous expectoration, and emphasising his 
peints with jerks of the head and of a 
gnarled thumb, would entertain innocent 
strangers with interminable and inexhaustible 
accounts of incredible adventures in vaguely- 
specified ‘‘furrin parts.” 

But -ny illusion has been dispelled. 
discovered that the sea-serpent . school 
lighthousemen are as great a myth as the 
sea-serpent itself. Mention sea-serpents to a 
lighthouseman and he will probably steer the

| conversation round to brontosauri or the rarer 


species of gulls. And if you expect him to 
tell you original romances, rich with uncon- 
scious humour, of the Southern. Seas, you 
will probably be disappointed, though he 
could quote by the hour from the books of 


Conrad, Stevenson, and their fraternity. For | 


the lonely lighthouseman, as he sits in his 
little tower under the winking lantern, revels 
just as any day-dreaming youth in vicarious 
wanderings in romantic surroundings. 

Nor has he anv difficulty in allowing his 
literary tastes full play; for the highly-effi- 
cient library service provided by the Irish 
Lights Commissioners ensures, that whatever 
kind of books he requires to while away his 
tedious hours are supplied. Prior to 1927, 
the service of books was less satisfactory, 
as only about £20 per annum was available for 
the purpose; but since then a _ substantial 
capital grant from the Carnegie Trust (which 
had perviously assisted to establish libraries 
for lighthouses and lightships of Great Bri- 
tain), enabled the Commissioners to set up 
circulating library sets, as well as permanent 
sets for all lighthouse stations. Books of 
every kind are read with avidity at all of the 
lighthouse stations, though it is a curious 
fact that among the crews of the lightships 
there is less literary enthusiasm. 


WHAT HE READS. 

What does the lighthouse. man read? 

I put this question to Mr. H. W. Lea, 
the honorary librarian of the Inrsh Lights 
Commissioners, and he replied: ‘ Almost 
any kind of book. Mostly fiction, of course: 
but you would be surprised at the amount 
of serious literature—in fact, really highbrow 
books—that they ask for. 

“ Mainly, they want stories of the sea. 
and books about travel, exploration, and ad- 
venture. There is also a great demand for 
books ‘about bird migration, which they 
study very attentively. This is a subject 
that some of them are deeply interested in. 
They watch the migration of birds from the 
ecast, and, in some cases, send details of 
their observations to well-known authorities 
on the subject, both in England and Ireland. 

‘‘ Polar exploration has a strong appeal. 
and books about all kinds of hobbies are in 
tremendous demand.’’ 

Corelli is also quite frequently asked for.” 

Looking for myself through the list of the 
works sent out, I saw little mention of 
Dickens, Thackeray, and most of the other 
great Victorians, but Sir Walter Scott figured 
quite prominently, and all the great writers 
of the sea were well represented. Detective 
fiction, tc have a very wide 
appeal —probablv second only to sea stories, 

Books are also obtained by the librarian 
from the Irish Central Library for students 
in Dublin, on the requisition of the men, and 
it was in glancing through the applications 
for these that [ was most startlingly en- 
lightened. Somewhere on a lonely outpost 
of the Irish coast, I discovered, is a light- 
house man who evidently holds strong views— 
either pro or contra—regarding Darwinism. 
He had devoured “ The Origin of Species,”’ 
and then, a fortnight after starting on that. 
taken up “ The Descent of Man.” That 
concluded, he had turned by way of lighter 
reading to Winston Churchill's “ The World 
Crisis,”’ 

Irish archeology, local history, and 
kindred subjects all have their devotees. but 
| was told that works dealing with the Irish 
language are not in demand. Among the 
piilosophically-inclined, 1 discovered a man 
with a weakness for Bacon’s Essays. 

Mention of Bacon reminds one of Shake- 
speare, but I could see no trace of his work. 
In fact. poetry appears to he a drug in the 
literary market, so far as lighthowse men are 
concerned, Surprisingly, too, Bernard Shaw 
seems to be outside their range. 

In spite of this, as a humble admirer of 
Shaw and of the poetic muse, I still take off 
niy hat to the Jilerarfy connoisseurs who 
guard our coast, But Í would like to hear 
their verdict on Mr. W. W. Jacobs. 


Infanticide Charge.

DUNDALK, Wednesday. 

“Justice will never be done in these cases 
until legislation is introduced in this country 
whereby the alleged father will be made 
amenable as well as the unfortunate mother, 
and a jury is left to apportion the blame 
and put the right saddle on the right horse.’

Reply Envelopes. 


I notice that a good deal of attention is 
being given just now to the question ol 
reply envelopes. These are very much in 
vogue in America at the present time, 
being used extensively by advertising and 
other firms, who pay the reply postage.

THE ROYAL FERN. 


There is a wonderful collegtion of bamboos 
at Glasnevin. and each of|the species ap 
nears to be flourishing as if in its natural 
habitat Again, I bow tol the gardeners, 
obviously expert in their craft; but, in the 
case of the bamboo. the Western position ofl 
our island and the proximity to the sea play 
an important part. Similar circumstances 
control the growth at Glasnevin of the Royal 
fern (Osmunda reqgalis). This striking fern 
is a great rarity in the British Isles. 1 knew 
a lane in West Cornwall where it grows in 
abundance. to a height of eight feet, and 
there are localities in Western Ireland where 
it ean be found. The curators of botanic 
gardens are always anxious to have an out- 
door snecimet of Oamunda reqalis, and many 
transplantations have taken place. Almost 
alwavs. the effort to establish the fern awav 
from its habitat has failed. I do not think 
there is one growing in the open at Kew, 
though I am open to correction, and shall be 
clad to hear to the contrary. 


THE WATER GARDEN. 


Another delight of Glasnevin is the pool 
where the water lihes flourtsh. On the 
banks are many species of iris and primulas, 
many ot them very rare, while here and there 


the botanist will discover some plant that 
‘ought not to be.” It is one of the many 
delignts ot Glasnevin to come across some 
exoiic plant flourishing wildly in the open. 
The pool has another attraction at this time of 
the year in the innumerable dragon flies that 
swarm among the reeds. These dragon-flies

Mr. Eason explained that calendar reform 
did not necessarily involve any change in

calendar reform was desirable, but that a 
thirteen months year was not, then they 
must make the weight of their opinions felt 
in international councils at Geneva. 

Calendar reform did, however, 
some changes. 


the year of a week containing eight days 
instead of seven. 
in any way the number of days in the year, 


and it did not, of itself, alter in any way 


the existing date system of the calendar; but 
it would remove the 
calendar, namely—the lack of fixity in the 
names of the days of the week in relation 
to their dates. 


THE “GREAT DEFECT.” 


The great defect of the calendar was that, 
while the date system was fixed astronomi- 
cally by Pope Gregory, the days of the week 
had not been fixed; but still wandered about 
from year to year. In the present calendar 
this year they had no time the same 
as it was last year, from a commercial 
point of view. The commonest. statistical 
period of time in industry is the month. but 
in the existing calendar a month of thirtv 
days, ending ‘‘ Tuesday, June 20.” is not the 
commercial equivalent of a month of thirtv 
davs ending “ Monday, June 30.” That was 
what was meant when they said that there 
was “ no comparability’ in the existing 
calendar. 

The International Committee of the League 
of Nations, in their report in 1926 on this 
subject, pointed out that a week of eight davs 
instead of seven at the end of the year would 
establish exact comparability, for in that case, 
if June 30 were Saturday in one year it would 
be Saturday in every vear, and then the thirty 
days ending June 30 in one year would be the 
same thirty days as the thirty davs ending 
June 30 in every year. The one eight-day 
week would give statistical comparability. 
and would also give fixed davs and date for 
all kinds of annual events. That was the 
essential element in any calendar reform that 
was worth international action. 


THE JEWISH ATTITUDE. 


The Rev. A. Gudansky, who represented 
the Chief Rabbi of the Jewish community in 
the Irish Free State, described the proposal 
outlined by Mr. Eason to establish one eight- 
day week at the end of the vear as a 
materialistic one. If, he said, December 31st 
was on a Wednesday the following day, Thurs- 
day, would be a nameless or blank day, and in 
a leap year there would be two blank davs. 
This would mean that Sunday would be on 
Saturday, the Jewish Sabbath would be on 
Friday, and the Mahommedan feast day would 
be on a Thursday. The change would create 
chaos in the religious world. 

‘“ It is,, he added, ' not alone on bread 
that man lives, and if we give ourselves over 


| entirely to materialism we will simply be going

back to the primitive days. 

There were, he went on, other ways of alter- 
ing the calendar instead of interrupting the 
continuity of the seven-day week, which has 
been in existence for thousands of years. The 
proposal of the one etght-day week which 
would break the continuity was a horrible 
scheme—the worst scheme put forward. He 
refused to believe that the conscientious 
Christian would allow his sacred day—Sunday 
—to be moved about. The scheme would bring 
about a most horrible persecution of the 
Jewish peoples. He felt certain’ that 
Ireland, which had always refrained from 
the persecution of others. would not help 


forward a movement that was aiming at the | 


complete destruction and annihilation of the 
Jewish people. 


A RELIGIOUS PROBLEM. 


Mr. Eason, replying, said that the problem 
of calendar reform was, of course, absolutely 
a religious problem—as to whether the hold- 
ing of one eight-day week would break the 
Fourth Commandment. 

Asked what would happen to the feasts of 
the Roman Catholic Church under this new 
calendar, Mr. Eason said that they would still 
continue according to Easter as before. It 
was only the Christian Churches which could 
fix Easter, and there was no use in a com- 
mercial body coming along and saying that 
it must be fixed. 

Mr. A. -Martin, Dunsink Observatory, said 
that he thought that nothing else could come 
out of the new fixed calendar except hother 
and confusion. The time was not opportune 
for the alteration of the calendar now in ex 
istence. It 
change it ten or twenty vears hence. The 
Irish were a sentimental people. who held 
certain days sacred, and any alteration of 
these would only lead to unrest. 

Mr. Eason said that if a sufficient number 
of international bodies adopted the fixed 
calendar, and Ireland, or any other country, 
stood out against the change it would be 
dragged in eventually. 
The meeting adjourned 
July 29th.

Thev in 
the Free State had a clean bill of health— 
the cleanest for live stock in any country in 
the world—and they should not take any 
risks which would endanger the health of their 
cattle. If they had now an outbreak of foot- 
and-mouth disease, such as occurred in 1912, 
it would bankrupt the country; for farmers 
were now in a worse position than at any 
time for the past twenty-five years. 

In seconding the resolution, Senator 
O'Connor said that it would do a lot of good, 
and show the Governments of Great Britain 
and the Free State that the Association was 
determined to insist on the prevention of the 
disease.

election. The secret is still safe in the 
keeping of the President. Indeed, it is not 
at all certain whether he has made up his 
mind yet. The fact that certain meetings 
of Government Party deputies and of the 
Cumann na nGaedheal Party executive 
are due to be held before the week is out. 
may have important bearing on Mr. 
Cosgrave’s ultimate decision. 

One element which seems to indicate 
that an appeal to the country will ve 
later rather than sooner, is the rumour 
one hears of a possible political truce over 
the period of the Eucharistic Congress. 
If the general election took place in the 
coming autumn, there would be no occasion 
for a truce. The Dail itself could sit 
right up to the middle of June 
next without in the least disturb- 
ing the decorum which the period 
of the Congress will demand from 
áll sections of the community. But if a 
general election is still in the offing about 
that time, it will be difficult to keep 
deputies, anxious for the safety of their 
seats, from holding meetings on all 
possible occasions. Indeed, all parties 
would, in the ordinary course, be active 
all through the summer. The truce sug- 
gestion, of course, refers to this period. 
From what I can gather there would be 
no difficulfy in arranging such a sus- 
pension of activities. It is complained 
that usually the Fianna Fail Party are 
indisposed to fall in with suggestions 
which might come from the Government 
Party, but there is reason to believe that 
in this matter they would willingly co- 
operate. Other parties would certainly 
do so. 

Generally speaking, there is the same 
diversity of opinion among the rank-and- 
file, as I indicated last week ; but if there 
is any change at all, it seems to be m 
favour of the autumn of 1932 rather than 
the autumn of 1931.

The Ministry of Feonomice Is 
authorised to demand from anyone all in- 
formation as to dealings in foreign curren- 
cjes, the production of documents and 
declarations on oath. Infringements of 
the decree can be punished with imprison- 
ment or fines of ten times the value of the 
currencies involved. 
Decree number three stipulates that 
banks may re-open to-morrow, but up to.

Hail, rain, thunder and lightning visited 
the city, and their stay was sufficiently 
prolonged to make St. Swithin’s Day, 1931, 
a day of unpleasant memories. Forty days 
of similar effort on the part of nature do 
not bear contemplation. 

Happily, we need not give too much 
credence to the old belief; for meteoro- 
logical records show that the greatest 
number of rainy days after St. Swithin’s 
Day have been when the day was fair and 
dry. There have never been forty consecu- 
tive days of rain after a rainy July 15th. 

In spite of these reassuring statistics, 
Sir Napier Shaw, late Director of the 
Meteorological Office, holds that there is 
some scientific basis for the superstition. 
It is on July 15th that the change over 
takes place from the southern hemisphere 
to the northern hemisphere of the cycloni- 
conditions that bring rain. 


YESTERDAY'S STORM. 

Following a fair early morning. 
thundery conditions quickly developed.

DOUBTS UPON VARIOUS 
POINTS. 


Mr. DE VALERA said that, on the second 
reading of the bill, the three main points on 
which difficulties existed between the Minister 
and the Board were stated to be—first,. on 
the accounts; secondly, on the question of 
the agreement; and, thirdly, on the question 
of matters of major policy. 

Fianna Fail’s position with regard to the 
accounts was somewhat on the side of the 
Minister, but it was only fair that they should 
realise that their judgment on that was rather 
hasty.

STANDS BY THE ATTITUDE 
HE HAS TAKEN UP. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN, in replying, said. that 
his interference saved the country a very 
big sum, indeed.

He always asked 
for discussion, and held out for discussion.

A BREEZE WITH THE CHAIR. 


Mr. McGilligan at this stage was sub- 
jected to a continual flow of interruptions 
from the Opposition, and the Deputy 
Speaker intervened with a request that the 
Minister should be allowed to make his 
speech and that questions should be put to 
him when he had finished. 

Mr. LEMASS—We know of the action of 
the Chair on that matter already. 

The DEPUTY SPEAKER — Will the 
deputy explain what he means’ 

Mr. LEMASS—It is always the practice of 
the Chair to prevent Ministers being inter- 
rupted, but never to prevent Ministers in- 
terrupting ~deputies. : 

DEPUTY SPEAKER—That statement 1s 
most uncalled for. It is not in accordance 
with the facts, and the deputy has no right 
to make the statement. 

Mr. BRISCOE—There were stxty interrup- 
tions by the Minister in a seventeen-column 
speech last week. ' 

DEPUTY SPEAKER—I want to make it 
clear. This House is entitled to hear the 
Minister, and the House ought to be allowed 
to hear him. That is a perfectly good rule, 
and it is enforced on everybody. Mr. Lemass 
knows that better than anybody else. 


“ ARGLE BARGLE.”’ 


Mr. McGILLIGAN, continuing, said that he 
wondered had Deputy Briscoe changed his 
mind when he heard his leader say that he was 
inclined to agree that the accounts were in 
arrear, but that on that alone he might have 
judged the Board harshly. Did Deputy Briscoe 
accept that point of view? 

Mr. BRISCOE—Have I the permission of 
the Chair to answer that? 

Mr. DE VALERA intervened to say that he 
had said’ that he was inclined to come to 
hasty judgments on the accounts, but they 
had the experience of delays in the presenta- 
tion of the accounts of such de- 
partments of government as the Post 
Office in full force, The Post Office 
accounts were a year and a-half in arrears, 
and it was an institution long éstablished, and 
running on routine lines. In these circum- 
stances, he asked himself was he guilty of 
hasty judgment against the Board. ‘The ques- 
tion was not whether they were late or not, 
but whether there was blame attaching to the 
Board. 

DISORGANISATION. 


Mr. McGILLIGAN, resuming, said that he 
had power to ask for the accounts in pre- 
scribed form, and he had repeatedly done so, 
but the only answer he got was that. the 
material was there, but, unfortunately, not 
put together for the auditors, That statement 
showed that there were no records and no 
material there. ‘They had to get in seven 
auditors from outside—he was informed that 
that figure had jumped to seventeen—to put 


the material together. That state of disorgani- , 


sation was there for about two years. Still, 
Deputy de Valera was not going to pass judg 
ment on the Board on the matter of accounts. 
In the matter of the agreement the Deputy 
‘had another reserve; but, nevertheless, he 
wanted to give them no money. 

Mr. DE VALERA~—Give them money for 
their immediate needs. 

Lhe MINISTER—Why? They are still 
the Board on which he is not in a position 
to pass judgment, and he will not accept 
er parte statements made by me on the 
matter of the agreement, but he believes in 
his inner conscience that there must be some 
budgetary system. 


THE “ INDEPENDENT” BOARD. 


He (the Minister) asked the Board for 
a reasonable programme, but he never got 
it, and for that reason there was a case for 
hesitation to withhold money until such 
time as there was a realisation of how the 
money was spert, and until they had records 
made. Because of that insistence he had 
been held responsible for what had ‘happened, 
but what was to be his position with regard 
to an independent board? Was the Minister 
to be responsible for the Board’s action 
simply because he appointed the members of 
it! Wherever could they get an indepen- 
dent Board if that were to be the situation ? 


BETTER GUARDIANSHIP WANTED. 


There were special circumstances at the 
moment which required better guardianship 
than there had been. He disclaimed respon- 
sibility for anything the Board had done 
since its inception until this bill now before 
the House was passed. If there was any 
additional expenditure for generation it 
would have to come before the House. It 
was the State’s business to look after provi- 
sion of extra generation. The amendment 
would preclude the spending of money on 
smaller things for which it would be clearly 
right that money should be used. He would 
not advise the Dail to vote one five pound 
note without the double check being kept 
by the Ministers for Industry and Commerce 
and Finance. 

So far as this vote was concerned if the 
two million pounds were not granted in the 
circumstances he personally would not accept 
any responsibility for any part oí the money 
for the running of the Board. If they asked 
him to take responsibility for the running 
of the Board for a certain period he would 
not take it for the Board’s actions being 
properly carried out for a lesser sum than 
two millions, 

Referring to the suggestion that an expert 
‘should be called in, he said :— 

“You could not bring an expert here 
to-morrow to give him in the next week 
an hour's good work. There is nothing 
to put before him in the affairs of the 
Board. When will there he something?

He said he knew that they were up to the 
delivery of all the power that Ardnacrusha 
could produce in the dry season, and they 
must have a stand-by extra plant, which 
would enable Ardnacrusha to produce further. 
He would not contemplate spending the two 
millions unless he saw more than what the 
Shannon Development Scheme offered in the 
dry weather. It would not be spent unless 
their case was made that it would be remune- 
rative. 

He asked for the two millions in these cir- 
cumstances. He said that he was not again 
going to be put into the rage 1 of having 
accusations made against him of starving a 
particular development, and he would not 
take the responsibility of running this thing 
under the two million pounds asked for here. 
That was the round figure required, and it 
was given in the cheque of two Ministries, 
and these two Ministries were clearly goin 
to be held’ responsible for the expenditure o 
those two millions. 


MESSRS. FAY AND BROWN. 

He went on to deny that Messrs. Fay and 
Brown were on the Board when the situation 
arose in regard to these accounts. The 
greatest effort he had made in keeping right 
the Shannon Scheme depended upon the work 
of Mr. Fay, who, with Mr. Brown, had now 
gone on to the Board. They could get no 
better man than Mr. ‘Brown in the circum- 
stances. If they had not made things right 
in a short time, and if, because of that, they 
could not have confidence in them, it was to 
judge men as harshly as they could be judged. 

These men had put in an enormous amount 
of work, and, for the first time, he had 
letters from the Board announcing clearly 
where, at least, it was going. These men 
went on in February, 1950, and they were 
able to, tell him that they got the Board to 
call in an outside firm of auditors. That was 
the first decent thing done to get the age ee 

e was 


clear, and, on their representations, 
ready to advance to the Dail. 

There was going to be a reorganisation 
of the Board. The part-timers were again 
appointed, and he wanted to have a dis- 
cussion with them as to what was their 
effective power on the Board, and how 
they could associate their effective 
responsibilities. There should be a busi- 
ness element of that type associated with 
the Board, and if there were any reason 
to have faith in the three people holding 
such appointments he would reappoint 
them. 


He put it to the Dail with a sense of re- 
sponsibility only, and not in any sense of 
| looking for power, that he would like to have 
for a particular period two Ministers 
associated with the expenditure of the money 
that he was asking for in the bill.

The debate on the estimate of £160,500 for 


the sugar-beet industry was resumed. 

Mr. DAVIN (Lab., Leix-Offaly) had given 
notice to move, as an amendment, that the 
estimate be referred back for re-considera- 
tion. 

Mr. HOGAN, Minister for Agriculture, 
said that running through the debate last 
week was the sugyestion that the Govern- 
ment should do something indefinable in the 
dispute. Deputy Derrig gave his blessing 
to compulsory arbitration, and he suggested 
that forty-nine shillings should be paid for 
the beet. The Beet Growers’ Association— 
the people who were not concerned in the 
politics of the matter, but in the economics— 
asked for only forty-six shillings per ton, and 
he (Mr. Hogan) thought that possibly they 
might take less. 

Compulsory arbitration was an easy phrase 
to use, but anybody who had experience of 
business knew that it was not as simple as 
it looked. Were they going to confine com- 
pulsory arbitration to the beet-growing in- 
dustry, or were they to have compulsory 
arbitration every time the State gave a sub- 
sidy? Because if they were it would apply 
to many industries that were helped by 
tariffs. Compulsory arbitration was merely 
used to hide the absence of any practical 
‘suggestion, or want of thought given to the 
problem. Deputy Davin had approved the 
suggestion that the factory be taken over for 
the difference between the original price of 
the factory and the amount written off for 
depreciation. Did the Deputy really think 
In making that suggestion that he was going 
to Ea a sense of security to people who 
might be coming into the country to start 
businesses and run them on business lines ? 


OPPOSITION LEADER'S DENIAL. 


The Minister went on to say that they had 
had suggestions made against the company. 
rhe fact was that the subsidy was smaller 
than could be got elsewhere. Deputy de 
Valera had suggested that the subsidy should 
not be EX to the company this year.

DISGRACEFUL REFERENCES. 


Mr. HOGAN said that there were other 
references to the Congo and to foreigners, 
which were a disgrace.

MR. DE VALERA EXPLAINS. 


The Minister proceeded to quote Mr. de 
Valera’s statement to which he had already 
referred, and asked did not that mean the 
withholding of the subsidy? 

Mr. DE VALERA asked the Minister to 
read another extract further on. 

Mr. HOGAN read the part referred to, and 
said: “I admit that that makes it quite 
clear." 

He then went on to deal with the whole 
position of the factory and with the dispute 
of the present year. The factory, he said, 
was not getting as good terms here as it 
could have got in England, where the firm 
could have gone if they had wished. If the 
factory here got the same terms as similar 
factories in Fingland, the subsidy here would 
be £400,000 more. 

If the subsidy here was increased to bring 
it up to the level of the eighth year, the 
factory would still be — less by £300,000 
in the tenth year than any English factory of 
the same size. | 


NO COMPARISON, 


Further, the Irish factory paid ten per cent. 
in the first year and fifteen per cent. in the 
next three years, and last year they lost about 
£15,000. That was v far from an exorbitant 
dividend. Further, the dividends here were 
no bigger than dividends of similar factories 
in England, and the Irish Sugar Manufactur- 
ing Company, rightly declined to be compared 
with any factories except those of the best 
group in England. 

The Minister proceeded to refer to the 
amount set aside for depreciation and reserves 
by the Anglo-Dutch group in England, and 
said that the capital invested in the three 
factories of this group was £1,666,000. The 
total reserves were £446,000, and total de- 
preciation £777,000—a total of £1,223,000, as 
against a capital of £1,666,000. 

Comparing those figures, there was no 
doubt that the Irish Sugar Manufacturing 
Company had not ee or built up 
reserves to anything like the same extent as 
the Anglo-Dutch group. 


THE POSITION IN ENGLAND. 


This year the English factories had con- 
sented to go on without putting anything to 
depreciation or reserves, but the Irish factory 
had put up the case that they could not afford 
to do that, because their depreciation and 
reserves were so much smaller. An examina- 
tion of the figures made it clear that there 
was something in that point. 

It was, said the Minister, no use to say, as 
Mr. de Valera had said, that they were getting 
a subsidy which covered the price of beet 
and something over. That was so, but, what- 
ever the subsidy they were getting, it was 
smaller than the English subsidy. [If that 
argument was to be used at all, it could only 
be used to show that sugar beet-growing was 
not an economie proposition. 

Coming to the merits of this year’s dispute, 
the Minister said it was true that the factory 
was getting a bigger subsidy than they got 
last year, and also benefited by the decrease 
in price which they were paying for beet, from 
46s. to 38s. 


COMPANY IN THE WRONG, 


Up to this year the beet factory 
gave good value to the beet-growers 
in paying 46s., and they had given 
good service to the country ; but there 
could be no question that the factory 
put themselves definitely in the wrong 
this year. There was no question of 
that. 

They had attempted to get across the 
agreement in a way that was not fair 
to the growers. They attempted this 
year to increase depreciation from 
£40,000 to £45,000. 

They had over-insured on certain 
small items, which in the aggregate 
amounted to £15,000. These items 
included freight and price of sugar. 
Since then an agreement had been 
made amongst manufacturers of 
Europe and other countries, and the 
price was going up. 

He thought that it was reasonable 
to infer that the company knew that 
there would be no further fall in price 


of sugar. 


On the company’s own figures this year it 
was clear that more money should have been 
given to the growers, and if the company 
had shown any tendency to see the equities 
which were standing out the dispute would 
have been settled. Unfortunately they 
wanted a fight this year, and they got it. 
The Government had made every effort to 
compose the dispute, but failed this year; 
but they had taken up the question of price 
for the next four years, and they had made 
considerable progress. 

He did not agree with compulsory arbitra- 
tion, and the farmers would not have com- 
pulsory arbitration. It was the last thing, 
and this dispute did not justify any such 
measure. 

He believed that it could be setiled, 
and would be settled. Both sides had 
been fighting for a long time, and 
were, therefore. more in a mood to 
settle. But if it were not settled, if 
either party put itself in the wrong, 
the Government would not stand by 
to see the factory, in which the tax- 
payer had a very big interest, 
wrecked. 

But it was no use dealing with things 
which had not arisen, so he would not go 
into that then. 

Dr. RYAN (F.F., Wexford) said that the 
Minister had tried to give the impression 
that he was holding the balance fairly be- 
tween the two parties, but he (Dr. Ryan) 
believed that the Minister had not over the 
last five years shown the factory that he 
was prepared to stand up against them. 

This estimate ought to be referred back 
for reconsideration, in order to show the 
owners of the factory that they must 
do something reasonable to get this 
dispute settled, and that the deputies were 
dissatisfied with the way in which things 
were going. 


GOVERNMENT T.D.’8 WARNING. 


Mr. HASSETT (Govt., Tipperary) said 
that the factory company had not given the 
growers fair play in the matter of price; and 
it was time that something was done to see 
that beet growing was a paying proposition. 
Anything that the growers could do to settle 
o dispute would á done, and ought to be 
done. 

They were preparea to take over 
the factory and work it on co-opera- 
tive lines, 

Some of the growers felt that the Associa- 
tion had been very badly treated, and he 
appealed to the Minister to do everything in 
his power to settle the dispute bétween the 
‘actory and the growers. 

If the owners of the factory per- 
sisted in their unreasonable attitude, 
he was afraid that many Deputies 
would find it difficult to support a 
motion for the subsidy next year. - 
The proceedings against the 
Growers’ Association in the High 
Courts ought to be stopped. 

Mr. AIKEN (F.F., Louth) said that the 
company had flouted the growers, and~ had 
gone so far that even the Minister said 
that there was no excuse for what they had 
done this year, and that the factory had 
put thémselves in the wrong.

MR. COSGRAVE BLAMES

LOSING MONEY FOR LACK 
OF COMMON-SENSE., 


President COSGRAVE, in concluding the 
debate, said that the speakers from the 
Opposition benches were concerned with vote- 
catching in this matter. Quite a number of 
speakers started out as if to show that to 
have an interest in the growers they had to 
show hostility to the factory. It was obvious 
that they were not accustomed to business 
methods or to the exercise or administration 
of authority. 

Taking the first four years for which com- 
plete figures were available, the facts were 
that fifty-five per cent. was paid in dividends, 
amounting approximately to £220,000. A 
sum of £208, was written off, and there 
was something like £65,000 in reserves, 
making a total of £493,000. Tat was what 
the shareholders of the factory were entitled 
to out of the first four years. There was, in 
addition, directors’ fees amounting to 
£12,000, making in all £505,000. 

In addition to the general reserve fund 
there was at the Wth June, 1950, a special 
reserve fund amounting to £64,000. In all 
probability there -were considerable hidden 
reserves in these figures, but as far as the 
company was concerned, and those EEA 
of the benefits, roughly half a million 
been paid. 

Who, he asked, got the other portion of 
the total sum paid in subsidies or remission 
of duties amounting to £1,562,705. That 
was a pretty considerable sum, and the 
taxpayers of this country had put up the 
whole of it, 


THE GOVERNMENT SAFE, 

Listening to the various suggestions that 
had been made for finding a solution of this 
roblem, he was not surprised that the 
Rieveraeniet was still in office, and likely to 
remain in office for a very long time. Deputy 
de Valera would devote portion of the subsidy 
not expended this year amongst those grow- 
ing beet last year or the year before or 
back for the four years. Did anybody 
ever hear such a ridiculous, senseless pro- 
posal ?

The PRESIDEN T—Certainly, and should 
be dealt with. 


FACTORY’S SHARE OF BLAME. 

Proceeding, Mr. COSGRAVE said 
that taking a line of hostility against 
the factory was not going to solve 
the question. The factory direc- 
tors, in his view, had not taken a 
sound, sensible, common-sense view 
of the problem this year, and he 
believed, as a consequence, the fac- 
tory was going to lose money. 

He believed that it would not be success- 
ful this year, and he believed that the best 
interests of the factory and of the growers 
would be effected bv taking the advice that 
the Minister of Avriculture, and he had 
given them. He did hope that they were 
going to accept that advice. 

“I am not going to win a single seat in 
this country on false promises,’’ said the 
President. ‘If the people are not prepared 
t stand with me in carrying out a bargain 
tha this country, not myself, is committed 
to by Statute of its own Parliament, then 
I say let them get somebody else to serve 
them—lI will not serve them.’’ 

On a division the amendment to refer the 
estimate back for re-consideration was de- 
feated by 70 votes to 53, and the estimate 
was then carried.

A new type of betting ticket, devised by 


Book makers’ Protection 
Association, has been brought into use in 
order to protect backers from fraudulent 
practices. bis ticket, which is handed to 
the backer after the a bet.

instead of having printed on it the name 
of the bookmaker and the usual printed 
numbers, has distinctive numerals perforated 
through it in such a manner that it is 1m- 
possible to tamper with it. 

As an additional precaution, the character 
of the numerals will be changed every month. 
Any attempt to alter the numerals into 
different numbers would result in making 
them  indistinguishable. Eventually all 
members of the B.P.A. will use this type of 
ticket. ; 

“This ticket has been productd in order 
to protect backers, especially those outside 
the enclosures, from being the victims ot a 
certain type of fraudulent practice which has 
become very prevalent of late,” said a 
member of the B.P.A. to a Press Association 
reporter. ‘‘ Many a backer has gone to his 
hookmaker to draw his winnings, only to 
find that someone has been there before him. 

“The fraud is work?d in this way. A 
substantial bet has been made with a book- 
maker. who hands to his client a 
numbered, say, 252. A member of a race 
gang is standing near. On hearing the bet 
made. he at once makes a small bet with 
the bookmaker in order to secure ticket 
numbered 253. 254, or 255—they are issued 
in rotation. He then goes away, removes by 
means of an acid the last of the three 
numerals, and stamps in a 2 with a pocket 
die-stamp and pad. 

“Directly the race is over he claims 
winnings, if there are anv, on ticket 952. the 
rightful owner of the ticket hting crowded 
awav from the hookmaker by other members 
of the gang. When he does reach the hook 
maker he is. of course, too late.”’
